tection of the Romans, Which Strabo confirms 
in ſeveral Places, where he writes that the 
Boijans in the Days of Auguſtus, were Neigh- 
bours to the Vindelicians, and the Swiſs , which 
muſt be underſtood of thoſe Boyans, that were 
expell'd the Hercinian Foreſt by. the Idarcon * 
Hence we may juſtly conclude that they were \- Ml 
receiv d into the Country of Noricurn.,. as is 1 
confirm'd by Fornandes, who writ the Exploits 
of the Cotta, ſome Ages later, when he aſ- 
ſures that the Boijans continu'd in the Country 
of Noricum 473 Fears, after thoſe Countries 
were ſubdu'd by the Romans.

Theſe were the Principal 
Idolatries of the Boijans, before the 8 2

It is a ivery difficult Task to diſcover. 0 
Ad᷑ions of the. Boijaus of the Country of Nori- 
cum, for ſo many Years as they ſerv'd under 
the "Roman. Standards, | becauſe what we Read 
in Ow Annals of one In eramus, ſurnam d Her- 
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Dafkneſs of Oblivion, Like Rivers, which, 


after a conſiderable Courſe, are loſt under 
Ground, and riſe again at ſome Diſtance larger 
and fairer than they were before; ſo the 
Boijans, after they had been long famous in” 
Italy, Aſia,” Gaule and Illyricum, were in a 


manner loſt. to the Ruin of the World 


for ſome time, that their Renown might af- 
terwards ſpread farther Abroad, and ſhine the

Danger. In this Univerſal Confuſion, the 
Boijans calling to mind their Ancient Gran- 
deur, began again to ſhow themſelves, and | 
making, their Advantage of the favourable Op- 
portunity that offer d, ſoon gave the World 
Occaſion to talk of them. It was about the 
Year 373. and in the Reign of the Emperors 
| Palens and Gratian, that they by Degrees made 
themſelves Maſters of all the Country of No- 
ricum, of Auſtria, Tyrol, and part of Rbetia, 
which we call the Country of the Griſons. 
In thoſe Days the Borders of the Country 
inhabited by the Bojjans, extended much far- 
ther than thoſe of Bavaria do at preſent , 
and their Dominions were divided into Four 
Fetrarchies, all which nevertheleſs own'd one 
Supreme Head, or Sovereign. Paulus Diaconus, 
fays, they were then Malters of Suabia, Au- 
ria, Stiria, Pannonia, and part of Itah. — 
1 in the Vear 1151, Frederick Barbaruſſa, re- 
dec them to a narrower Compaſs, when in 
WM the Diet of Ratisbon, he gave Aufiria, with 
fome other Lordſhips belonging to the Boijans, 
to his Uncle Henry, as may appear by the 
Publick Acts and Records preſerv'd by the 
Care of Andrew, Prieſt of Ratisbon, who pro- 
duces this Grant of the Emperor Frederick. As 
for the time when this Nation receiv'd the 
Light of the Goſpel, there is great Likeli- 
hood, ic was. in the Camp of the Emperor 
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deres Aurelius Antoninus, the Pnhiloſbp her, 
when in the Year of Chrift 1 76, as Terzi 

writes, the Legion, calfd Fulminatriæ, or. the 
Lightning Legion, which had Knowled ge of 
Jeſus Chriſt, by its Prayers obtain d Water of 
Heaven for the Army, then ready to periſh 
for Want of it, and Vidory over its Ene- 
mies, by whom it was cloſe beſet.

© cient Bavarian Princes. Caſſiadorus infor ins us, 


that Theodon came into Bavaria, and was there 


receivd as Prince by Right of Inheritance, 
and the Conſent of Theodor ick, King of the 0- 


ſrogoths, who was then powerful both on this 


ſide and beyond the Alps, in 7taly, and on the 


Danube; for it is not probable that 7 beodon-, 
could poſſeſs himſelf of the Country by Force, 
under ſo Great and Mighty a Conqueror. Pro- 
copius and others have writ the Hiſtory of 


that Potent King, who. Conquer'd the Two 


Paunonias, ſupported the declining Fortune

overthrew the Germans, and receiv'd Preſents 


from the remoteſt Eaſtern Parts; which evin- 
ces, that Theodon muſt be bekolding to him for | 


his Exaltation.

558. Velſerus ſays, he left Two Sons, Utilon

Years of Age he went to the Univerſity of In- 
golſtadt, where he ſpent Four Years in the Study 
of Philoſophy and Law, with as good Succels as 
in his other Employs; and there he contracted 
a ſingular Friendſhip with Ferdinand; Arch- 
Duke of Auſtria, who was afterwards Emperor. 
In the Year 1591 his Father brought him to his 
Court of Munich, where he was inſtructed in 
all the Arts of Government, and War. When 
he had ſpent Iwo Vears at Court, he went 
| firſt to Prague, to viſit the Emperor Rodolphus, 
and then to Rome to Pope Clement the VIII. 
in both which Places he was receiv'd with all 
poſſible Demonſtrations of Honour and Affe- 
tion, and return'd through Lorrain to Munich 
in 1594, where the following Year he Married 
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Elizabeth of Lorrain, and in 1596, as was ſaid 
above, his Father reſign'd up the Sovereignty - 
into his Hands. The laſt Year of the Fifteenth 
Century, Ferdinand, Arch-Duke of Auſtria, took 
to Wife Mary Anne, Daughter to Duke - 
liam, and Siſter to the preſent Duke Aaxi- 
milian of Bavaria. This Heroick Prince at his 
Firſt Acceſſisn to the Throne, took Care to 
baniſh from his Palaces; all Flattery; - Exceſs 
of Wine, and other Vices too frequent in the 
Courts of Princes. His Govetument was mild; 
for he endeavour'd rather to eaſs, than to 
burden his Subjects with Taxes; and gave ſtrict 
Orders that Juſtice ſtionld be impartialiy di- 
ſtributed to all Perſons. In ſhort, he was ge- 
nerous, prudent; and a great Lover of his Pecos 
ple.

committed all ſorts of Barbarities; while John 
de Wert and Aldringer, the Bavarian Comman- 
ders, being alſo joyn'd, cover'd Asunich, and 
ſav'd In golſtadt from falling into the Enemies 
Hands. The Im perialiſts were ſtrong enovgh, 
and willing to give the Enemy Battle, b but 
Alaringer, who. was Walleſteins Creature, would” 
never conſent, having private Orders from him 
to that purpoſe, becauſe he held intelligence 
with the Swedes, and favour'd their Deſi us. 
This gave the- Swedes an opportunity of taking 
Kaste, and ſeveral other Places; Aldringer 
marching away into Alſace with the deſt Troops 
of Bavaria, and leaving John de Wert with very 
ſmall Forces.
